A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION congratulating the Penn High
School football team as the 2000 IHSAA Class 5A state football
champions.

Whereas, On November 25, 2000, the Penn High School
Kingsmen claimed the championship crown in its 21-0
shutout victory over Center Grove in the IHSAA Class 5A
state football championship game;

Whereas, Penn's triumph capped a tremendous 14-1
season;

Whereas, This championship is an incredible fifth state
football title for the Kingsmen, and its fourth in the past six
years,

Whereas, Coach Chris Geesman has established a tradition
of excellence and a football dynasty at Penn, coaching all of
Penn's championship teams while compiling a 287-44 record
over 27 seasons, and

Whereas, This commitment to excellence is also reflected
in senior captain Justin Smith, who received the Phil N.
Eskew Award for Mental Attitude in Class 54 football. In
addition to leading this team, he also leads Penn High
School academically, ranking first in his senior class.

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives
of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana,
the Senate concurring:
